BERLIN, July 6.—James Mattern and Bennett 
Griffin, 


American flyers attempting a record breaking round the world 
flight, landed their monoplane

Progress"

Tempelhof Aerodrome, Berlin, at 12:42 p. m. (E. S. T.) 


It was the first time the landing gear of the red, white 


and blue monoplane had touched solid earth since Mattern 
and Griffin took off from Harbor Grace, Newfoundland, at 
4:59 p. m. E. S. T. yesterday. 


The water jump set a new all^ 


time record for Trans-Atlantic 
crossings. Mrs. Amelia Barhart 
Putnam crossed from Newfound- 
land to Ireland In 14 hours and 56 
minutes this Bummer, breaking the 
record held for years by Sir John 
Alcock and' Sir Arthur Whitten- 
Brown. 


Griffin 
and Mattern clipped 


more than three hours from Mrs. 
Putnam's mark. 


HARBOR GRACE 


Mattern and Griffin arrived in 
arbor 
Grace, 
Newfoundland, 


Tuesday night from New York 
after a perilous blind flying trip on 
which they overshot their mark, 
due to the thick fog. A hundred 
miles beyond their objective, they 
dropped a note asking residents of 
Cape Precis, Bona Vista Bay, to 
direct them-to Harbor Grace. 


For four hours they were lost, 


but finally, aided by the direc- 
tions given them, landed at the 
local airport at 3:38 p. m., (East- 
ern D. S. T.) Their flying time

elapsed tune of 10 hours and 32 
minutes for England. 


Thus Mattern and Griffin 
at 


their hop-off were 2 hours and 25 
minutes behind the time required 
for the same trip by the present 
record holders. 


Mattern and Griffin took on 450 


gallons of gasoline and 25 gallons 
of oil while here. This should 
suffice to keep their plane, the 
Century of Progress, aloft for 25 
hours. Sandwiches, oranges and 
some chocolate were taken along 
by the aviators.

Return of Unhappy Warrior 


The receivership suit filed in 


Wilmington, Delaware, against the 
container Corporation of America, 
which maintains a plant in Circle- 
vine, will be vigorously 
resisted, 


according to Walter P. Paepcke, 
president of the concern. 


The complainant, Harrington J. 


Thomas of Orange, New Jersey, 
stated that he owns a $1,000 fif- 
teen-year, five per cent gold deben- 
ture of the corporation, due in 
June, 1943. 


The bill alleged earnings of the 


concern declined steadily from the 
1927 peak of $tt.316,ODO and that in 
1931 it suffered a loss of 908,000, 
with no Beaming available for fix- 
ed charges. 


The bill stated that on June 1 


the corporation defaulted in pay- 
ment of interest on outstanding 
debentures. Thomas charged that 
the company dees not have capital 
sufficient to meet current liabili- 
ties and cannot continue opera- 
tion of its business without im- 
pairment of capital. 


"WITHOUT JUSTIFICATION^ 
In Chicago, President Paepcke 


stated that the receivership action 
was 'entirely without justifications' 


He said, "The corporation has re- 


gularly met an maturities and in- 
terest payments. It has no obliga- 
tions of any size maturing in the 
near future and is paying all cur- 
rent bills in the regular course of 
business.' 


He reported that the financial 


statement of the corporation- will 
be issued about July 20 in wfiich it 
win be shown that at the mid-year 
the corporation was in an unusual- 
ly financial position,' that "it had 
no bank loans and cash alone was 
almost equal to the entire total of 
current liabilities."

ful vesjsels of their class ever baUt 
in the United States, according to 
naval officials. These war vessels 
•will have a designed, speed of 36% 
knots, or approximately 40 miles 
an hour, compared to the gresent 
35-mite speed of the fleetts best 
destroyer types. 


Ther new warships wiil bkve five 


five-inch guns, compared wfith four 
four-inch guns on the rapidly de- 
teriorating destroyers on the naval 
list According to Rear Admiral E. 
B. Larimer, chief of the bureau of 
ordnance, the new vessels excel the 
present boats in speed, stability, 
armament, greater eogine power, 
and seaworthiness. 


The new vessels also have center 


line gun and torpedo positions, thus 
increasing the field of fire, power 
operated ammunition hoists, new 
fire control apparatus, and improved 
torpedo control machinery. 


Whereas the old destroyers car- 


ry no machine guns at all, the new 
ones will come equipped with five 
SO-ealiber and three 30-caliber ma- 
chine guns. The horsepower of the 
new speed boat destroyers will be 
42,800. Their radius of action also 
has been enlarged.

PITTSBURGH: —Acid-produc- 


ing bacteria in the food debris on 
uncleaned teeth are the major 
cause of decay, University of 
Pittsburgh scientists find after 
nine years of intensive research. 
Further, it is stated, clinical 
study still in progress, demon- 
strated during the first year that 
a reduction of the acid-produc- 
ing bacteria through an efficient 
prophylactic program decreased 
by 66 per cent the amount of 
new decay developing jn a year. 


These findings were reported 


at a meeting of the Pittsburgh 
section of the International As- 
sociation of Dental Research by 
Dr. H. E Fnesell, Dean of the 
University of Pittsburgh School 
of Dentistry and Dr. J. J. En- 
right, research specialist of Mel- 
lon Institute. 


"While it has been previously 


suspected that bacterial acids 
were the primary cause of tooth 
decay, proof has not heretofore 


been available because the chain 
of scientific evidence was incom- 
plete. The work of Drs. Friesell 
and Enright, and their asso- 
ciates, however, has supplied the 
missing links of this chain and 
proved the correctness of the 
contentions of that school of 
dental thought which holds that 
the immediate cause of decay is 
local. 


Drs- Friesell and Enright in 
assigning primary importance to 
local conditions around the teeth, 
state that among these influenc- 
es, the strongly acid producing 
lacto-bacilh embedded in food 
debris -on unclean surfaces of the 
tooth enamel have- the major 
part in causing caries. 


Attention to properly balanced 


diet, it was stated, is important 
only for the expectant, mother 
and for the child during the for- 
mation of the teeth; after the 
teeth are erupted diet becomes 
secondary and an efficient pro- 
phylactic program primarv.
